BE  it  enacted  by  tbe  Senate  and  Bouse  of 
^Representatives  of  tbe  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and 
after  the  laft  day  of  June  next,  a  diftrid  (hall 
be  formed  from  the  diftrid  of  Yorktown,  in 
'  Virginia,  to  be  called  the  diflricl  of  Eaft

SALEM,  June  25. 
FROM  GU  ADA  LOUPE. 
On  Saturday  laft,  Capt.  Daniel  Stone  arri- 
ved at  Newbury-Port  from  Point  Petre  He 

left  that  place  on  the  1ft  of  June,  and  fully 
confirms  the  account  publiflied  by  capt.  Lang- 
don.who^  arrived  at  Bofton  on  Thurfday  laft, 

viz  That  Dalgres,  commanding  the  black 

troops  at  the  fort  of  BalTaterre,  left  that  fort 
on  the  night  of  the  25th  May,  whether 
by  ftratagem  or  compullion  he  cannot  tell,  and 
made  a  Ridden  pufli  at  Point  Petre,  burning 
and  deftroying  all  the  plantations  in  their 
way.  The  white  army  followed,  and  had 
feveral  (kirmifiies  with  them  before  their  ar- 
rival at  the  Point,  which  was  on  the  27th  or 
28th,  when  they  had  a  very  fevere  engage- 
ment, wherein  the  negroes  were  beaten  and 
dilperfed,  lofing  about  700  men,  and  the 
next  day  about  400  were  taken  prifoners  and 
brought  to  the  Point,  where  they  were  imme- 
diately (hot.  Pelage  was  fcond  in  command 
in  the  white  army,  during  the  engagement. 
Capt.  S.  thinks  that  the  bufinefs  will  foon  be 
finiftied  ;  and  yet  from  fome  circumftanccs  he 
lentioned,  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  it  will 
ot.  He  informs  that  all  Grand  Terre  re- 
mained quiet,  until  the  day  he  failed,  when  he 
faw  a  number  of  large  fires  ;  from  which  it  is 
to  be  feared  the  negroes  on  that  quarter,  ex- 
peding  that  Delgres  would  be  fuccefsful, 
have  joined  in  the  rebellion  ;  and  if  fo,  it  will 
be  a  very  difficult  thing  to  quell  them.  How- 
ever, this  is  only  conjedure,  and  may  not  be 
realized.  The  property  they  deftroyed  in 
their  route  from  BalTaterre  to  the  Point  muft 
be  very  great,  as  they  pafled  through  Cape 
Terre,  where  are  fome  of  the  largeft  and  fi- 
neft  plantations  in  the  ifland.  Captain  Stone 
cannot  fay  whether  the  plantation  negroes 
joined  the  infurgents.

WINCHESTER,  June  30. 

From  Warren  ton,  N.  C.  June  14. 
The  fear  of  an  infurredion  amongft  the 
negroes,  has  created  the  greateft  alarm  in  the 
county  of  Bertie  and  the  adjoining  counties. 
During  the  fitting  of  the  county  court  in 
Northampton  on  Tuefday  laft,  a  letter  was 
received  from  the  Major  General  of  the  divi- 
sion, advifing  the  militia  officers  to  hold  them- 
felves  and  their  corps  in  a  ftate  of  preparation 
to  embody.  .  In  confequence  we  are  told  the 
magiftrates  adjourned  the  bufinefs  of  the 
court.  Various  reports  are  circulated  of  par- 
tial ads  of  hoftility— but  the  precife  ftate  of 
the  bufinefs  we  itre  unable  at  prefent  to  af- 
certain.  We  have  no  doubt  of  the  evil  inten- 
tions of  fome  of  the  negroes— but  the  fpirit 
of  alarm  has  certainly  magnified  the  danger 
to  be  apprehended  from  them.  However, 
caution  i»  indifpenfible ;  and  we  would  parti- 
cularly advife  the  inhabitants  ot  towns  to 
provide  armed  patroles  :  indeed  fo  neceflary 
is  the  fafety  of  towns  to  the  general  fecurit'y 
of  the  country,  that  we  think  the  planters  ex- 
tremely interefted  in  promoting  tlii3  objed 
by  contributing  fome  affiftancc,  where  the 
fmall  population  would  render  it  a  talk  too 
•ixduous  for  the  inhabitants  :  while  parties  of 
armed  horfemen  occafionally  fcour  the  coun- 
try of  all  thofr  nodurnal  negro  ftrollers  who 


are  moft  capabr  of  fnifi  I  ieft    The  well  dif- 

pofed  part  of  the  (laves,  whom  a  fenfe  of  in-  . 
jury,  or  the  deli  lion  ;  of  the  bale,  may  have 
for  the  moment  led  :.llr..y,  Ihouid  be  reclaim- 
ed bv  a  kind  but  decided  treatment,  and  an 
expofure  of  the  inevitable  defti notion  which 
muft  follow  any  hoftile  attempts. 

We  are  informed  t'i<;l  upwards  of  one  hun- 
dred negroes  are  imprifoned  in  the  jail  of  Mar- 
tin county,  and  many  others  in  the  neighbor- 
hood.

LONDON,  May  8. 
A  letter  from  Vienna,  April  21,  flates — 
u  In  Servia,  Bal^atia,  and  moft  of  other  pro- 
vinces of  Turkey  in  Europe,  the  Pachas  re- 
fufe  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Porte  and  ap- 
pear to  aim  at  rendering  themfelves  inde- 
pendent, by  a  connection  with  Paflawan  0- 
ghmJ' 

NEW-YORK,  June  30. 
Captain  Rogers  from  St.  AugoJKhe,  In- 
forms us,  that  two  days  brfore  he  failed  a  par- 
ty of  General  Bowles's  Indians  came  within 
four  miles  of  the  town,  killed  one  man,  and 
took  fix  negro  men,  one  woman  and  a  child 
prifoners.  The  Governor  of  St.  AUguRine, 
on  being  made  acquainted  with  this  circum- 
ltance,  ordered  a  detachment  of  oailitTc  to  go 
in  immediate  purfult  of  them. 

BALTIMORE,  June  30. 
On  funday  the  13th  inft.  a  tremendous  tor- 
nado was  experienced  in  feveral  towns  in  }he 
(late  of  New-Hamp/hire  winch  did  immenfe 
damage.  It  was  accompanied  wkh  thunder, 
lightning  and  hail — houfes  were  unroofed, 
windows  broken,  barns,  trees,  fences,  &c. 
were  levelled  to  the  ground.  About  50  f*et 
of  the  roof  of  Dartmouth  College  was  taken 
off  by  the  violence  of  the  gale,  and  carried  to 
a  great  diftancc. 

In  the  late  treaty  between  France  and 
Great-Brit.;in  nathiug  is  laid  refpecting  cer- 
tain llipulationsin  ancient  treaties,  which  up- 
on finiiliar  occafions  it  has  been  cuftoinary  to 
renew,  and  France  has  porpofely  kept  back, 
from  engaging  in  any  commercial  arrange- 
ments. She  will  now  endeavor  to  revive  her 
manufactures.  Englilii  cloths  will  be  refu- 
ted admittance  into  France  except  upon  the 
payment  of  high  duties,  and  every  means  will 
be  employed  to  extend  her  commerce — Ship- 
building will  re-commence — new  colonies  will 
be  planted,  and  fources  of  wealth  will  be 
fought  out  in  every  clime — the  ifles  of  France 
and  Bourbon  will  become  of  great  importance 
as  they  will  be  places  of  depot  for  their  fu- 
ture operations  againft  the  Engli/h  power  in 
India.  Madagafcar  will  be  colonized,  and 
with  Pondicherry  and  Chandern agorej  will  in 
time  become  valuable  fstilements  ;  and  from 
whence,  fending  forth  the  conquerors  of  Ma- 
rengo, (he  may  feize  on  all  the  Ennlifh  pof- 
felfions  in  that  quarter  of  the  world.  To 
counteract  the  vie  ws  and  policy  of  the  French 
government,  the  Britifh  will  be  obliged  to 
keep  up  a  very  confiderable  nasal  r.nd  milita- 
ry force  in  India,  which  will  be  productive  of 
great  expence  and  finally  tend  to  d-aw  the 
two  powers  into  new  wars-  Jealous  of  each
